G,S.R.125(>.—The following draft of certain regulations fur¬ 
ther to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, which the 
Central Boilers Board proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers Conferred by section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 
1923 (5 of 1923), is hereby published, as required by sub-section 
(1) of section 31 of the said Act, for the information of alt per 
sons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given 
that said draft will be taken into consideration at the end of 
fortyfivc days from the date the Gazette containing the publi¬ 
cation of this notification is made available to the public. 

2, Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any persons with respect to the said draft within the 
period so specified will be considered by the Central Boilers 
Board. Such objections or suggestions should be addressed to 
the Secretary, Central Boilers Board, Ministry of Industry 
(Department of Industrial Development), Udyog Bhavan, 
New Delhi. 

DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. Xlrose regulations may be called the Indian Boiler 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1984. 

2. In the Indian Boilers Regulations, 1950 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said regulations), in regulation 4,—
